New Delhi, the 1st December 1950 

No. 8 (4)-CT/50. — The Government of India have decided 1(0 set up a Textile 
Development Committee t-> assist in the preparation of a plan for the Cotton Toxtile 
Industry, and in devising measures for its effective implementation. The duties 
and function i of the Committee will be 1 — 

(1) To recommend targets for the maximum output of cloth of suitable 
varieties, securing the best utilisation of existing installed capacity 
and making up the deficiencies therein to such an extent as may be 
feasible, and for this purpose to advise on the supply of cotton, mill 
stores and eauipment, and other raw materials, as well as the fixation 
of prices of finished goods; 

f2) To suggest norms of efficiency with a view to eliminating waste, obtain- 
ing right quality and opttmum production, and reducing the costs to 
a reasonable level; 

(3) To recommend improvements in the working of the industry at all stages 

generally and in respect ®f individual units which fall to attain the 
efficiency norms laid down by the Committee; 

(4) To recommend means for improving the working of uneconomic units, 

keeping in production as many of them as necessary without unduly 
raising the prices of cloth; 

(5) To suggest a system of distribution capable of giving the maximum 

satisfaction to the "on umer; 

(6) To suggest arrangements for the .supply of the needs of the handloom 

industry in respect of yarn to the utmost extent possible.
